After completion of "A" school. Hospital Corpsmen are assigned to Navy medical treatment 
facilities or operational Navy or Fleet Marine Force units. Follow on assignment varies, based 
on initial tour, but may indude Dental strand or other Advanced Technical training "C" 
school, overseas assignment or a normal sea or shore tour. Women are assigned to most 
ships and field medical support units of the FMF. Women are not assigned to submarines, 
with the SEALS, or some units of the FMF. En route to their first permanent duty stations, 
most male HMs will be assigned to either Field Medical Service School, Camp Lejeune N.C., 
or Camp Pendleton, Calif., for specialized training in the knov\^edge and skills required to 
perform medical services in the field with the Marine Corps and/ or the "Seabees." During a 
20-year career in the Navy, corpsmen spend about 40 percent of their time assigned to fleet 
or FMF units and 60 percent to other types of duty.
